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PHILADELPHIA FIRE 

Nearly Half a Million .Dollars 
Worth of Property Burned. 



TWO BIG FACTORIES DESTROYED, 



Besides Time There Were a Dozen Dwell 
inffs Destroyed— An Entire Square at One 
Time Threatened — Several Firemen Were 
Injured, but None Fatally— Names of the 
Frinelpai Loser* and the Insurance. 

Philadelphia, Aug. 18. — A fire 
which did damage amounting to be 
tweeu $350,000 aud $400,000 started in 
the big 6-story building occupied by 
Brown & Bailey as a paper box factory 
aud before the flames had beeu gotten 
under control the big gas fixture estab 
lishnieut of Buck & Company, adjoiu 
iug, and a dozen dwellings which sur 
rounded the two factories were laid in 
ashes. 

The fire originated on tne first floor 
of the buildjug occupied by Brown & 
Bailey at 41 8 Franklin street, at 8:30 
o'clock, but it was nearly 9 o'clock be 
fore an engine had responded to the 
alarm. The delay proved disastrous, as 
the lufliunuiable uiateri:d was a mass of 
flames before i he firemen arrived. Then 
thoy turned their attention to saving 
the adjoiniug buildings, but the supply 
of water WB1 inadequate and it looked 
for a time us If the whole block bound 
ed by Fruiikliu, Eighth, Willow aud 
Callowhill streets would be swept away 
The firemen worked heroically until 
ll :30 o'clock, when the lire was gotten 
under control. 

The principal losers are Brown & 
Bailey aud Buck & Coinpauy. The 
former loss will reach $150,000. with an 
insurance of *T00,0o0. Buck & Com 
pauy's loss is between $100,000 and 
fUi.OOO, with an insurance of between 
$75,000 and $»0,000. Yeager & Brother 
coal dealers, place their loss at $15,000, 
while the loss on the burned buildings 
will reach -in the neighborhood of 
$60,000. 

Several firemen were injured, but 
none fatally.

Sax Fkancisco, Aug. 18.— Yester- 
day's proceedings in the case of Theo- 
dore Durant, charged with the murder 
of Blanche Liimont, did not completo 
the jury. The morning session parsed 
Witliout the addition of a single juror. 
In fact the number ot accepted jurors 
was reduced from nine to eight, tor tne 
court excused Juror Brown.

The council tried to insist 
upon the coutempt actions being pressed, 
and urged the court to make a judicial 
order defining the matter avhieh news- 
papers might publish regarding the 
trial, but the judge declined further ac 
tiou in tlie matter.

New York, Aug. 13. — Special coir ■ 
spoudeuce of The World at Havana. 
Cuba, says: General Campos has f 
signed the captain generalship of Cab >. 
It is generally believed that he itroil y 
urges the home government to gran I 
the island of Cuba self-government. 

The steamer Senecka, of the Wain 
line, which arrived here from Cuba yea- 
terday, brought severol Cuban passen- 
gers. One geutleman from Havana, 
who would uot permit the use of Ins 
name, asserted that the insurrection ll 
more formidable than is generally be- 
lieved. The rebels, he said, desire to 
establihh a aroveriiment under tlie pro- 
tection of a strong power, the United 
States preferred. 

They are not anxious for independ- 
ence because negroes form a majority 
of the inhabitants of the island and 
would dominate the government. 
Therefore the rebels are delaying the 
capture of important seaport towns 
which the gentleman from Havana says 
they could easily accomplish because 
their plans for the future are not yet 
matured. To secure possession of citi-s 
would mean recoguition as belligerents 
to the rebels, and as they are not jrei 
ready for such recognition they will con- 
tinue their present methods of making 
war for a time. 

1 he Havana man asserts that then: 
are bOO.OOO sympathizers with the revo- 
lution in H.vaua, 52,000 revolutionists 
are in the held and that the Spanish 
have lost lo.OOO men more than they, 
two-thirds of the number dying trom 
disease. Campos, he says, cau not hold 
out long. 

Auotner passenger on the steamer 
wtis Seuor Ricardo Cambera, a wealthy 
sugar plautcr of Cieiifue^os.

13.— The insurgent 
band commanded by Reiro recently bt 
sieged the town of Inguvilanito, in the 
province of Santa Clara, jjel sent a re- 
quest to surrender the detachment of 
(Spanish troops detailed to defend that 
place. The garrison, however, refused 
to surrender aud the insurgents burned 
a house in the immediate vicinity of the 
barracks. The soldiers made a gallant 
defence and eventually compelled the 
insurgents to retire with a loss of five 
killed, among the latter bciitu a captain, 
who was Kego's aide-de-camp, and leav- 
ing ten wounded behind them. 

Sergeant Catala with a "detachment 
of 16 soldiers has had a skirmish near 
Seboruequito in the Mayari district. 

Eroviuce of Santiago de Cuba, with a 
and of !00 insurgents. The latter left 
two killed and five wounded on the field 
and the troops captured a quantity of 
arms. Gne corporal and two soldiers 
were wounded ou the government side. 

Major Gonzales Mora, at tlie head of 
250 troops, while parsing the river Bu- 
aba, near Baracoa. province of Santiago 
de Cuba, ou Aug. 5, was engaged by 
the insurgent bauds commanded by 
Rueu and Carreras.

LONDON TIMfcS' DISPATCHES. 

Spain Keginning to ItealiEe That the Situa- 
tion Is Very Grave 

London, Aug. 13.— The Times pub- 
lishes u dispatch from Havana dated 
Aug. 12, which says that General Mo- 
reno has assumed the chief command of 
the troops iu the province of Santiago 
de Cuba. Insurgents are increasing in 
tlie province of Mutan/.as 

The force of 1.800 officers of men of 
local volunteers from Havana which 
h.»s been drawn for active service causes 
the impression that the situation is 
more grave. The suppression of the 
news encourages the wildest rumors ad- 
verse to Spaiu. 

The recent Madrid appointments, giv- 
ing all posts in Cnba to Spaniards, is 
criticised as proof that Spain is deter- 
mined not to allow Cubans any share in 
the adininistrutiou. The appointment 
of Cabezas as director of finance is es- 
naciallv deprecated. 



MINERS MAY STRIKE. 

Eight Bnudred May Go Gut In Fayette 

County, W.st Virginia. 

Charleston, W. Va.. Aug. 13.— Then- 
are strong indications tiiat the 800 
miners employed at the coal operations 
on Loup creek, iu Fayette county, will 
Ko on a str.ke within a very few days. 
The men ure paid ."»•"» cents per car of 
coal mined in room and 70 cents par car 
of entry coal. They claim that the car 
holds uear.y three tons, though sup- 
posed to contain only two. They de- 
mand that the car measurement shall 
cease and that the operators put iu 
scales, but eoiuinuo the preseut rates 
for mining. 

The Opera tori claim that the ears now 
in use hold mily one aud seven-tenths 
tons and thai consequently the t milage 
rate on Loup creek is :i^.:!5 cents and 
41.18 ceuts per ton according to tlie 
character oi tne work necessary to nniie 
coal. This is 3 cents per ton more tnan 
is paid for mining on tin' Kanawha and 
New rivern, though the Loup creek vein 
is of much greater thickness. De>pite 
the better prices paid, it is claimed that 
swing to the superior thickness of tlie 
vein on the creek, the operators there 
sell their ooal at a better profit ihun the 
Kanawha and New river operators. 
They claim that the present trouble is 
due to the agitation incited by the lat- 
ter, who have been constantly haudi- 
zapped by their inability to oompate 
with Loup creek coal. 

A delegate convention of Now river 
*nd Loup creek miuers will i>- held I nil 
week, probably Thursday, to discuss rhe 
tituatiou in all its bearings, and it ll 
probable that final actum will be takuu 
at that time.

Earthquakes were also felt at points 
so remote as Jftlapa aud Orizaba and at 
Cinlpancim .>. capital of that state, and 
at Guerrero, where the shock lasted ■")<) 
seconds, oaosiug a panic among tiie 
people.

Negroes Baing Drivon Out of 
Delta County, Texas. 

DEATH TO THOSE THAT DON'T GO. 



One Negro Calleil to His Own Door anil 
Shot Down ami Killeal by the White 
Caps for Kef iihiiik to Oln-y the ft QtlSl i<» 
Leave - An Appeal for I>| oti utlon ls<m <l

Paius, Tex., Aug. 13.— An old negro 
woman named Stephens bJU just ar- 
rived here from near Photo, in Delta 
couuty, where the White Caps ure al- 
leged to be holding carnival. She Itatai 
that on Saturday motning her son w;i- 
awakened about 4 o'clock, called to the 
door and shot down by the White Caps. 

The 10 days' notice given him had ex- 
pired and he was prevented from fleeing 
with the wholesale exodus of negros from 
that section on account of his growing 
srops and home, which would have been 
placed in jeopardy. His name was 
William Stephens. He had a wife and 
two children. One of the White Cap 
notices is posted within 110 yards of his 
house. He has a brother iu Paris who 
fled when he first received notice. 
Officers are now endeavoring to catch 
the perpetrators. 

An afternoon paper publishes the fol- 
lowing article from the appealing ne- 
groes: 

To the Citizens of Lamer County: 

W'c the colored people of Delta county, 
are the poorest and most worthless people 
In the state of Texas, and we do not want 
any trouble with anybody. We ask the 
white people to protect us and when we 
do wrong to deal with us as the laws de- 
mand and we will be satisfied. So please 
help m to stop the White Cape. We are 
uot guilty of the least crime in Delta 
OOUntr, SO please come to our relief aud 
we will be under lastiug obligations to 
you. At present we are uuablo to go any- 
where. 

Mr. Joe Price, a merchant residing 
near Glory, several miles from tne 
scene of the alleged murder, is in the 
city and states that so far as he has any 
knowledge there has been uo negro shot 
or murdered by White Caps.
